1. Applicant's election of Invention I, claims 1-32, in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Applicant's cancellation in Paper No. 6 of non-elected claims 33-42 is hereby 
acknowledged. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Thibeault et al ("Diagnosis method based on Alddq probabilistic signatures: 
Experimental results," IEEE International Test Conference, 1998, pp. 1019-1026). 



5. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Vuetal (6140832). 
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6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miller 
(5889408). 

Miller anticipates a method for identifying defects in an integrated circuit, 
comprising the steps of: 

Measuring a current signature delta value of a device under test; and 
Comparing the current signature delta value to a threshold current signature 
delta value to determine whether the current signature delta value is greater than the 
threshold current signature delta value (col 4, In 17-45); as recited in claim 1.
